Conduct of ABS population survey 
2 The survey Is based on a multi-stage 
aren sample of private dwellings (about 6,500 
howes, flats, ete.) and non-private dwellings 
(hotels, motels, etc.) and covers about one hal f 
of ae per cont of the Victorian population. 
Tho Information is obtelnad from the occupants 
of selected dwellings by carefully chosen ont 
specially trained Interviewers, The interviews 
ae generally conducted during the ro weeks 
beg inning on the Monday between the &th and the 
12th of each month. Because of operational 
problens arising fran the Christmas and Now Year 
holidays December surveys commence a weok 
rier than usual (with most interviews being 


conducted during the second week) ad January 
surveys commence a week later than usual. Tho 
Information obtained relates to tt weok prior 
4p the Interview ( be survey week). 


Scope of survey 

3 ALL persons aged fifteen years awd over 
are included In tho survey except: mentors of 
‘the parmenen? defence forces; certain diplomatic 
personnel of overseas goverrmants, customarily
